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CLUB  PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 


William  Long  worth 

Man  oi  Many  Sporting  Talents 


In  the  company  of  the  few,  the  rare  few,  born  with  a 
talent  for  sport,  the  elect  capable  in  any  class  of  first  class 
performance,  William  Longworth  should  be  included. 


T %TT  HAT  has  he,  and  what  have 
^  those  like  him,  more  than 
the  majority ?  Something  not 
acquired,  but  provided  in  the 
making;  a  prodigal  gift  for  which 
there  is  no  accounting  by  law 
of  inheritance,  but  is  part  and 
parcel  of  phenomena. 

So  William  Longworth  does 
not  know,  any  more  than  we 
know,  why  he  was  champion 
swimmer  and  cueist  and  in  the 
front  rank  of  other  sports.  In 
fact,  he  succeeded  beyond  the 
average  in  everything  he  took 
on.  The  art,  which  called  for 
painful  patience  on  the  part  of 
others,  came  to  him  easily,  al¬ 
most  involuntarily. 

In  the  heyday  of  Dick  Cavill, 
Barney  Kieran  and  Alec  Wick¬ 
ham — legendary  names  to  this 
generation — William  Longworth 
was  a  junior  member  of  Enter¬ 
prise  Swimming  Club  (now  Syd¬ 
ney  Swimming  Club).  W.  W. 
Hill  was  captain.  That  would 
be  in  the  first  decade  of  the  new 
century.  * 

In  1911,  Bill  Longworth  burst 
into  fame  with  the  brilliance  of 
a  meteor  flashing  across  the 
evening  sky. 

The  occasion  was  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  championship  meeting  in 
the  Domain  Baths.  The  distance, 
1,320  yards,  was  regarded  as  a 
match  race  between  Frank  Beau- 
repaire  (V.)  ancf  Cecil  Healy 
(N.S.W.).  Beaurepaire  had  re¬ 
turned  after  winning  every  im¬ 
portant  race  in  Europe  and  was 
accepted  as  the  champion  of  the 


w;orld.  Healy  had  swum  the 
distance  in  world-record  time. 

Previously,  a  test  race  had 
been  held  to  select  the  N.S.W. 
representatives,  and  they  were 
chosen  in  this  order :  Cecil  Healy, 
Harold  Hardwick,  William  Long- 
worth. 

In  the  meantime,  Bill  Long- 
worth  had  improved.  He  had 
changed  his  style  from  the  trud- 
geon  to  the  crawl,  previously  a 
sprinting  stroke,  introduced  by 
Alec  Wickham  and  adopted  by 
Dick  Cavill. 

Story  of  the  race  is  that 
Longworth  went  to  the  front 
from  the  start.  As  he  remained 
there  the  crowd  could  be  heard 
saying :  “They’ll  pull  him  back 
soon”  .  .  .  “He’ll  blow  himself 
out  next  lap”  .  .  .  “He  can’t 
keep  that  pace  up.” 

Lap  followed  lap  with  the 
bolter  still  in  the  lead.  Behind 
were  Beaurepaire  and  Healy, 
neck  and  neck,  striving  to  over¬ 
take  the  leader,  but  making  no 
impression  on  Bill,  who  finished 
30  yards  ahead  of  Healy.  He, 
in  turn,  beat  Beaurepaire  by  a 
touch.  Harold  Hardwick  was 
fourth,  and  the  Queenslander, 
Springfield,  fifth. 

Further  sensation  was  caused 
by  announcement  of  the  time : 
17  mins.  42  secs. — world’s  re¬ 
cord. 

Up  till  that  time  the  most  mem¬ 
orable  race  was  that  in  which 
Barney  Kieran  defeated  Dick 
Cavill  in  the  State  half-mile 
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championship.  Old-timers  could 
now  be  heard  acclaiming  Bill 
Long  worth’s  performance — “the 
greatest  ever.” 

By  way  of  proving  the  win 
representative  of  his  real  class, 
Bill  Longworth  won  in  the  next 
season  all  the  Australian  and 
State  championships  from  100 
yards  to  a  mile  —  a  glittering 
performance. 

In  the  same  season  he  went 
to  the  Olympic  Games  as  an 
Australian  representative,  but 
was  overtaken  by  misfortune. 
After  reaching  the  finals  of  the 
100  metres  and  the  1,500  metres, 
he  developed  a  mastoid  abscess 
and  was  compelled  to  withdraw 
— a  crushing  disappointment. 

Returning  to  Australia  he 
swam  in  the  championships  un¬ 
til  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I. 
Enlisting,  he  served  with  the 
A.I.F.  in  France.  While  over 
there,  he  won  Empire  Services 
championship. 

After  the  armistice  he  was 
made  captain  of  the  Australian 
swimming  team  competing  in  the 
Inter-Allied  Games  at  Paris. 
The  Australians  won  the  teams’ 
race  over  800  metres  —  Bill 
Longworth,  Harold  Hardwick, 
Jack  Dexter  and  Stediman  (V.), 
each  swimming  200  metres. 

In  the  individual  events  Bill 
swam  second  in  the  400  metres 
and  800  metres  to  Norman  Ross 
(America),  world’s  champion. 

Those  with  long  memories  may 
recall  that  Ross  had  not  served 
with  the  forces  in  France.  Still,

It9s  a  Long  Road  from  the 
Ice-Age  to  the  Melbourne  Cup 


If  you  have  been  following  this  series  of  articles,  specially 
written  for  Tattersall's  Club  Magazine,  you  will  realise 
that  we  have  covered  the  road  pretty  well  from  the  Ice- 
Age  to  the  Melbourne  Cup — from  the  first  little  horse-like 
creature  (Eohippus)  to  the  complex,  fast,  powerful 
thoroughbred  of  to-day.  Now  the  question  arises:  where 
does  all  this  lead  ?  What  is  going  to  be  the  next  stage  in 
the  evolution  of  the  horse,  and  how  can  modern  breeding 
methods  hasten  it  along? 


JNTENS1VE  breeding  over  a 
couple  of  hundred  years  has 
made  the  thoroughbred  notice¬ 
ably  larger  and  faster.  Authori¬ 
ties  question  whether  anything 
has  been  added  to  stamina.  Cer¬ 
tainly,  the  changes  wrought  have 
been  infinitesimal  compared  with 
the  vast  changes  that  the  expert 
can  point  out  to  us,  between  one 
of  the  stages  in  the  evolution 
of  the  horse  and  the  next.  But 


we  must  remember  that  “natural 
selection”  took  millions  of  years 
and  what  we  require  are  changes 
that  are  measurable  in  a  span 
of  a  few  generations. 

And  there  the  paleontologist 
must  admit  he  cannot  help 
breeders  with  scientific  direc¬ 
tion,  but  only  with  suggestions 
based  on  his  knowledge  of  the 
history  of  the  horse  species. 

One  of  the  things  that  has 


been  pointed  out  by  scientific 
experts  is  that  any  species  would 
seem  to  have  within  itself  only 
a  limited  potential  of  develop¬ 
ment  in  any  particular  direction. 
Thus,  they  say,  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  breed  a  monstrosity 
of  a  horse  with  legs  as  long  as 
a  giraffe,  not  by  any  method  of 
selection.  But  there  is  a  poten¬ 
tial  for  more  speed,  they  be¬ 
lieve,  in  the  horse  species — in 
fact,  it  is  probable  that  some  of 
the  light-limbed  three-toed 
horses  of  perhaps,  twenty  mil¬ 
lion  years  ago,  were  faster  over 
short  distances  than  to-day’s 
sprinters.  Again,  some  of  the 
gazelle-like  horses  of  more  re¬ 
cent  times  within  the  last  couple 
of  million  years,  were  also  built 
for  exceptional  speed. 

In  both  those  forms  the  limbs 
were  relatively  longer  and  the 
foot  structure  lighter  than  to¬ 
day’s  thoroughbred.  But  the 
bodies  carried  by  those  limbs 
were  scarcely  large  enough  to 
set  a  saddle  on,  let  alone  ride. 
However,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  breeders  might  try  to  re¬ 
turn  to  the  relative  proportions 
of  these  speedy  species  among 
the  thoroughbred’s  ancestors, 
without  sacrificing  body  size. 
What  is  theoretically  needed, 
they  say,  is  longer  lower  seg¬ 
ments  of  the  legs  and  shorter 
upper,  with  a  greater  concentra¬ 
tion  of  muscle  around  the  upper 
segments.  In  fact,  the  “Ameri¬ 
can  Blood-Horse”  indicates  that 
some  breeders  in  the  States  are 
now  showing  definite  interest  in 
measurements  of  the  limb  bones 
of  breeding  stock ;  from  their 
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MESOHIPPUS-the  “middle”  horse 


Mesobippus  —  the  "half-way"  horse  of  30  million  years  ago,  looks  quite  tike  his  modern  descendants, 
except  about  the  feet.  He  was  only  the  size  of  a  large  dog.  From  a  reconstruction  in  the  New  York

records  may  emerge  a  pointer 
toward  the  faster,  better  horse. 

Apart  from  that,  the  truth  is 
that  the  factors  in  breeding- 
horses  are  so  complex  that  there 
can  be  little  substitute  for  the 
experience  and  knack  that 
breeders  acquire  the  hard  way 
— by  trial  and  error. 

The  scientist,  following  Men¬ 
del,  can  start  with  parents  of 
strongly  marked  differing  charac¬ 
teristics,  such  as  dwarf  peas  and 
tall  peas,  and  tell  you  that  the 
first  progeny  will  all  follow  the 
dominant  characteristic,  in  the 
case  of  peas,  tallness;  that  the 
second  generation  will  show 
tallness  and  the  recessive  char¬ 
acteristic  ( shortness  )_,  in  a  cer¬ 
tain  determined  and  fixed  pat¬ 


tern,  on  and  on  through  any 
number  of  generations.  But 
when  it  comes  to  breeding  stock 
for  the  racetrack,  the  complex¬ 
ity  of  all  the  characteristics  that 
make  speed  and  stamina  almost 
defy  analysis. 

So  we  are  forced  back  on  to 
experience,  knack  and  rule-of- 
thumb.  But  those  three,  with  a 
nudge  along  from  the  scientist 
now  and  again,  may  not  force  us 
to  wait  a  million  years  for  the 
faster  species  of  horse  to  ap¬ 
pear.  In  fact,  as  he  is  going 
to  the  Club’s  Annual  Meeting 
within  the  next  few  days,  the 
writer  hopes  this  faster  horse 
may  appear  considerably  sooner 
than  that!

GENERAL 

A  USTRALIAN  sports  fans  en- 
^  ter  1951  with  the  sincere 
wish  that  this  year — the  Com¬ 
monwealth  Jubilee — will  be  as 
successful  as  1950  was  in  almost 
every  sport. 

The  year  just  ended  was  prob¬ 
ably  the  linest  Australia  has  had 
in  world  sport  and  it  can  truth¬ 
fully  be  said  that  this  is  one 
occasion  on  which  the  nation  was 
widely  advertised  by  its  athletes 
and  sportsmen. 

The  year  opened  well  for  Aus¬ 
tralia  with  a  series  of  smashing 
wins  at  the  Empire  Games  in 
Auckland.  Australia’s  team  of 
champions  had  the  band  playing 
“Advance  Australia  Fair”  for 


the  presentation  of  winner's 
medals  until  the  musicians  were 
note  perfect  and  discarded  their 
music.  Outstanding  at  the  Games 
was  the  “Lithgow  Flash,”  Mar¬ 
jorie  Jackson,  who  annexed  the 
world’s  100  and  220  yards  re¬ 


cords. 


Marjorie  is  undisputed  world’s 
champion  and  so,  too,  is  Merv 
Wood,  who  keeps  paddling  along 
and  remaining  the  greatest  scul¬ 
ler  of  this  era. 


Then  again,  cyclists  like  Sid 
Patterson,  world’s  pursuit  cham¬ 
pion,  and  Jack  Hoobin,  world’s 
amateur  road  champion,  also 
were  No.  1  in  the  world  in  their 


sports. 

With  the  Sydney  professional 
boys  Roger  Arnold  and  Alf  Strom 
storming  through  six -day  races 
all  over  Europe,  Australia  is  re¬ 
gaining  the  renown  it  gained 
years  ago  through  Bob  Spears, 
Frank  Corry,  Reggie  McNam¬ 
ara,  Cecil  Walker,  Harris 
Horder  and  other  great  wheel¬ 
men. 

In  Boxing  Dave  Sands  kept 
Australia  to  the  fore  with  bis 


claims  as  a  world  title  challen¬ 
ger. 

Australia’s  cricketers  re¬ 
mained  unbeaten  by  successfully 
downing  South  Africa  and  un¬ 
der  Vic  Hey’s  expert  coaching 
the  Australian  Rugby  League 
team  reddened  the  faces  of 
Rugby  League  critics  by  Avinning 
the  Ashes  from  England. 

In  tennis,  Frank  Sedgman, 
John  Bromwich  and  Ken  Mc¬ 
Gregor  Avon  back  for  Australia 
the  Da\Tis  Cup  lost  to  America 
in  Melbourne  in  1946. 

In  America,  John  Marshall 
shoAved  in  stringing  up  a  series 
of  15  Avorld’s  records  that  Aus¬ 
tralia  can  still  produce  swim 
champions  to  hold  their  oAvn 
with  those  of  any  other  nation. 

Lovers  of  the  turf  thrilled  to 
the  successes  overseas  of  “Togo” 
Johnstone,  Edgar  Britt  and 
“Scobie”  Breasley  and  also  Avere 
pleased  to  note  that  Avhen  Jack 
Thompson  Avent  straight  from 
Sydney  to  Ireland  for  a  feAV 
months  he  quickly  settled  doAvn, 
as  did  George  Moore  in  America. 
These  boys  all  shoAved  that  the 
riders  Ave  see  in  action  every 
Aveek  at  RandAvick  or  Rosehill 
can  match  the  skill  of  any  over¬ 
seas  contemporaries.  Neville 
Selhvood,  avc  are  sure,  will  carry 
on  the  good  Avork  at  the  start  of 
the  current  year  and  avc  are 
confident  that  Australia’s  other 
topline  sportsmen  will  make  Aus¬ 
tralia’s  Jubilee  Year  one  to  re¬ 
member. 

BOXING 

gFFORTS  of  Dave  Sands, 
middleAveight  champion  of 
the  British  Empire,  to  gain  rec¬ 
ognition  as  leading  challenger 
for  Jake  LaMotta’s  Avorld  title, 
has  frequently  prompted  in¬ 
quiry  AAdiether  Australia  has  ever 


produced  a  Avorld  champion. 

It  hasn’t  —  at  least  not  in 
official  Avorld  recognition. 

Fights  of  Les  Darcy  in  Sydney 
in  1915  and  1916  Avere  pro¬ 
claimed  Avorld  title  features.  Al¬ 
though  Darcy  Avon  them  he  has 
never  gained  sanction  in  the 
official  chronology  of  the  cham¬ 
pions. 

In  Darcy’s  ring  years  the 
Avorld  middleAveight  champion¬ 
ship  Avas  much  in  dispute. 
George  Chip  Avas  one  of  the 
greatest  men  of  that  era. 

He  came  from  America  with 
a  terrific  ballyhoo  and  was  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  the  greatest  per¬ 
formers  of  the  11.6  division  of 
those  times. 

Darcy  softened  Chip  up  and 
knocked  him  out  in  the  ninth 
round.  That  Avas  Darcy’s  last 
fight  before  going  to  America. 

In  the  minds  of  all  Avho  saAv 
him,  Darcy  undoubtedly  Avas  des¬ 
tined  for  the  Avorld  title. 

But  meeting  heart-breaking 
frustration  in  America,  Darcy 
died  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  on 
May  24,  1917. 

Old  timers  Avere  all  of  one 
opinion  that  Australia’s  immortal 
Avizard  of  the  featherAveights, 
Young  Griff  o,  Avon  the  AArorld 
championship. 

Torpedo  Billy  Burphy,  a  NeAv 
Zealander,  had  returned  from 
America  Avith  the  championship, 
Avhich  he  had  Avon  by  knocking 
out  the  “Belfast  Spider,”  Ike 
Weir,  in  14  rounds  at  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  on  January  13,  1890. 

On  September  15,  of  that  year, 
in  Sydney,  Griffo  fought  Murphy 
for  a  purse  of  200  sovereigns. 

So  exasperated  Avas  Murphy 
by  his  inability  to  hit  the  phan¬ 
tom  Griffo  that  he  pulled  off 
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TOPICS 


in  60-second  sketches 


his  gloves  in  the  15th  round. 

But  the  world,  ever  since,  has 
ignored  the  title  claim  of  the 
victorious  Griffo. 

RUGBY  LEAGUE 

r>UGBY  LEAGUE  football, 
with  its  speed  and  rapid 
change  of  tactics,  is  a  game 
particularly  suited  to  the  tem¬ 
perament  of  Frenchmen. 

France  will  send  a  Rugby 
League  side  to  Australia  for  the 
first  time  next  May.  It  will  open 
the  tour  at  Canberra  on  May 
23  and  conclude  it  with  the  third 
Test  at  the  Sydney  Cricket 
Ground  on  July  21. 

Australians  then  will  be  able 
to  assess  for  themselves  how 
appropriate  is  Rugby  League  as 
a  physical  expression  for  the 
excitable  men  of  France. 

They  play  the  game  emotion¬ 
ally  and  on  quick  impulses.  They 
exhibit  dazzling  speed  which  they 
maintain  with  sound  condition. 

Main  fundamental  of  their 
football  is  passing,  which  makes 
it  so  spectacular  and  appealing 
to  the  French  onlookers. 

In  France  the  game  is  played 
only  in  the  provinces  below  Paris 


— throughout  the  south  right  to 
the  Mediterranean,  including 
such  swanky  parts  as  Cannes, 
one  of  the  playgrounds  of  the 
millionaires. 

The  ball  used  in  France  is 
small  and  light.  A  player  can¬ 
not  give  a  bullet  pass  to  a 
comrade  as  he  does  with  the 
heavier  ball  in  England  and  Aus¬ 
tralia.  It  floats  in  space  and 
was  most  deceiving  to  the  Kan¬ 
garoos  in  1949. 

But  the  Frenchmen  should 
have  no  trouble  with  the  larger 
and  weightier  Australian  ball. 
They  have  beaten  England  with 
the  English  ball,  which  is  as 
heavy  as  that  of  Australia,  in 
some  instances  heavier,  and  less 
of  a  torpedo  shape. 

The  Kangaroos  won  the  two 
Tests  played  in  France  in  1949 
— the  first  at  Marseilles  by  29 
to  10  and  the  second  by  10-nil 
at  Bordeaux. 

The  Australians  won  by  ham¬ 
mering  tactics.  They  smothered 
the  speed  of  the  Frenchman. 

SURF  CLUBS 

■OECAUSE  of  the  high  cost  of 
transport  many  surf  clubs 
will  not  be  represented  at  the 


Australian  championship  surf 
carnival  in  Western  Australia 
at  Easter  week-end. 

It  will  cost  £1,200  for  plane 
fares  to  send  a  march  past  team, 
and  this  sum  is  beyond  most 
clubs. 

The  Federal  Government  has 
granted  the  Surf  Life  Saving 
Association  £2,000  as  a  Jubilee 
celebration  gift,  but  it  would 
take  this  amount  to  send 
officials  from  N.S.W.  and  Queens¬ 
land. 

The  N.S.W.  S.L.S.A.  has  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  about  20 
surfers  who  won  title  events  at 
the  State  championship  at  Fresh¬ 
water  beach  on  March  3. 

Australian  S.L.S.A.  secretary 
Ken  Watson  is  trying  to  obtain 
reduced  rates  for  clubs,  but  this 
is  hardly  likely  to  induce  them 
to  make  the  trip  to  the  West. 

When  the  National  champion¬ 
ships  are  held  in  Sydney  or 
Queensland  about  1,000  surfers 
compete,  but  Western  Australians 
are  hardly  likely  to  see  any¬ 
where  near  this  number  in  action. 

North  Wollongong  surfers  in¬ 
tend  going  to  Adelaide  by  trucks,

Popular  Annual  Doubles 

won  by  Fancied  Horses 


Tattersall's  annual  race  meeting  was  favoured  by  cool, 
pleasant  weather  and  excellent  sport  with  little  between 
layers  and  takers  of  the  odds.  The  main  double  was  won 
by  a  strongly  fancied  pair,  Warrah  King  (Carrington 
Stakes)  and  Freedom  (Club  Cup). 


NEWCASTLE  owned  and 

trained  Warrah  King  put  in 
a  brilliant  sprint  to  doAvn  smart 
rivals  in  the  Carrington,  for 
which  he  started  favourite  at 
7  to  4.  Best  price  was  5  to  2. 

J.  Thompson  rode  a  well 
judged  race  on  Warrah  King, 
which  was  handy  to  the  lead 
throughout.  He  finished  strongly 
to  beat  Acquittal  and  Panto¬ 
mime,  which  were  next  in  bet¬ 
ting  favour  so  punters  were 
right  on  the  mark. 

The  winner  is  a  five-year-old 
gelding  by  Wee  Warrah  from 
Speltho  raced  by  Mr.  J.  Tin- 
son  and  trained  by  K.  Tinson. 
Newcastle  racegoers  threw  in 
for  a  fine  win.  Pantomime  had 
finished  in  front  of  Warrah 
King  at  their  previous  meeting 
but  the  tables  were  turned  in 
the  Carrington. 

Warrah  King  is  winner  of  a 
number  of  sprints  and  could  be  a 
force  to  be  reckoned  with  in 
more  important  events  over  short 
distances.  Winner’s  share  of 
the  stakemoney  was  £1,374. 

Mr.  Pat  Osborne,  a  member 
of  the  A.J.C.  committee,  lifted 
a  prize  of  £1,685  and  the  Gold 
Cup  (£150)  when  Freedom  Avon 
the  Club  Cup  on  NeAv  Year’s  Day. 

First  run  in  1868,  the  Cup  has 
been  Avon  by  some  grand  stayers 
but  Freedom’s  time,  2.33J,  Avas 
more  than  three  seconds  outside 
the  fastest  for  one  mile  and  a 
half.  DeAvar  clocked  2.30  in 
1942. 


Field  for  latest  Cup  Avas  fairly 
strong,  Avith  Chitral,  9  st.,  top- 
Aveight.  He  started  second  fav¬ 
ourite  but  never  flattered  sup¬ 
porters.  He  got  into  a  ruck 
early  and  did  not  get  a  clear  run 
at  any  stage. 

Great  World  Avas  favourite  but 
going  to  the  front  a  long  Avay 
from  home  he  Avas  left  Avith  out 
a  strong  finishing  run  Avhen  the 
pressure  Avas  applied. 

Freedom  beat  Iolanda  and  Ad- 
metus,  tAvo  rank  outsiders. 
Iolanda  is  raced  by  club  mem¬ 
ber  Mr.  Tom  Cook.  She  might 
haA^e  landed  the  big  end  of  the 
stakemoney  had  her  Cup  pre¬ 


paration  not  been  interfered 
Avith  at  a  vital  stage.  The  mare 
had  shaped  fairly  in  A.J.C. 
Summer  Cup,  though  a  long  way 
from  the  Avinner  Ballroom, 
which  shaped  poorly  in  the  Club 
Cup.  HoAA’ever,  she  Avas  forced 
to  cover  a  lot  of  ground  Avell  out 
from  the  rails — her  favourite 
position  during  a  race. 

Cup  Day  Avas  a  lucky  day  for 
leading  and  popular  horseman 
Billy  Cook,  as  in  addition  to 
Freedom  he  also  won  on  Prince 
Grand  and  Artois. 

Incidentally,  Freedom  is  a  son 
of  Burhan  Ali  (imp.)  and  Care 
Free,  both  of  Avhich  carried  Mr. 
Osborne’s  colours  in  races,  Care 
Free  being  a  brilliant  mare. 

Attendances  and  totalisator 
investments  at  both  days  A\ere 
greater  than  last  year.

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Review  of  1050 

1950  has  passed  and  in  racing  circles  easily  the  most 
discussed  topic  of  the  year  was  swabbing,  and  the  doping 
of  racehorses. 

Failure  of  the  Government  to  reintroduce  mid-week  racing 
in  the  Metropolitan  area  was  a  blow  to  owners  and  trainers 
but  good  prizemoney  was  given  by  the  AJ.C.  and  5. i.w. 
and  offset  this  somewhat. 


'THERE  has  not  been  a  racing 
innovation  that  has  caused 
so  many  arguments,  and  dis¬ 
cussion  amongst  trainers,  as  the 
introduction  of  swabbing. 

The  trainers  claim,  and  many 
agree  with  them  that  their  re¬ 
sponsibility  regarding  swabbing 
is  too  great,  and  they  are  placed 
under  too  big  a  burden. 

However  no  matter  what  argu¬ 
ments  are  put  forward  there 
seems  little  doubt  that  swabbing 
is  here  to  stay. 


Positive  swabs  had  not  been 
found  for  many  months,  but  to¬ 
wards  the  end  of  1950  there  was 
another  sudden  outbreak,  and  it 
is  this  latter  outbreak  that  has 
caused  the  trainers  concern. 

They  have  appointed  a  sub¬ 
committee  to  go  into  every  as¬ 
pect  of  swabbing. 

Regarding  mid-week  racing, 
the  trainers  thought  that  1950 
would  be  the  last  year  of  the 
ban  on  it,  and  the  Government 
would  be  sure  to  reintroduce  it 
for  1951. 


However  plans  went  astray  at 
the  last  minute  and  mid-week 
racing  has  missed  out  for 
another  year.  There  does  seem 
a  chance  however,  that  one  of 
Australia’s  oldest  racing  clubs, 
the  Hawkesbury  Club,  may  get 
a  number  of  dates  for  mid-week 
racing  this  year. 

Another  feature  of  1950  was 
the  lack  of  a  glamour  horse, 
particularly  in  N.S.W. 

Playboy,  Delta,  and  Snow- 
stream  could  be  assessed  about 
the  best  of  the  N.S.W.  horses, 
and  although  good  class  horses 
they  did  not  prove  champions. 

It  is  strange  how  a  number 
of  N.S.W.  horses  did  not  come 
up  in  the  spring.  This  applies 
particularly  to  the  three-year- 
olds  who  proved  a  very  moderate 
bunch. 

The  Epsom  and  Derby  were 
won  by  Achilles  and  Alister  both 
from  Victoria,  and  a  "V  ictoiian 
filly  True  Course  proved  herself 
the  best  of,  her  sex  at  three 
years  in  Australia.  In  fact,  it 
could  be  said  that  \  ictoria  in 
True  Course,  Alister,  and  Chic- 
quita  produced  the  best  filly, 
colt,  and  mare  of  the  year,  and 
South  Australia  with  Comic 
Court  the  best  horse. 

Failure  of  the  Sydney  brig¬ 
ade  in  the  Spring  is  attributed 
by  many  trainers  to  the  excep¬ 
tionally  wet  season. 

In  Sydney  training  tracks 
were  closed  more  often  than 
before,  because  of  the  heavy 
rainfall,  and  racing  suffered  a 
setback  through  postponements 
of  meetings. 

The  trainers  say  that  the 
heavy  tracks  prevented  them

1950,  of  course,  was  featured 
also  by  the  success  of  Australian 
jockeys  overseas. 

J.  Thompson  rode  with  bril¬ 
liant  success  in  Ireland,  and 
England,  “Scobie”  Breasley, 
Edgar  Britt  and  “Togo”  John¬ 
stone  each  kept  up  Australia’s 
name  in  England. 

George  Moore  showed  the 
American  race-goers  that  Aus¬ 
tralian  jockeys  compared  with 
the  world’s  best  by  his  riding 
in  America.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  Moore  would  have  had  a 
much  more  imposing  record  had 
he  been  able  to  get  better  mounts. 

Another  innovation  for  the 
year  was  the  doubles  tote 
put  in  by  the  S.T.C.  at  Rosehill. 
Big  dividends  have  been  paid, 
and  this  is  likely  to  be  a  very 
popular  move. 

The  A.J.C.  will  have  their 
doubles  tote  in  operation  at 
Randwick  early  this  year. 

Biggest  handclap  for  1950 
goes  to  S.T.C.  committeeman 
Mr.  George  Ryder  and  his  as¬ 
sociates  of  Woodlands  Stud. 

They  after  long  negotations 
were  able  to  purchase  from 
French  breeder  M.  Boussac,  the 
two  French  stallions,  Charleval, 
and  Dammos  who  are  to  stand 
at  Woodlands. 

This  introduction  of  new  blood 
to  the  Australian  turf  is  to  be 
highly  commended. 

A  pat  on  the  back  also  goes 
to  Mr.  N.  Frazer,  for  whom 
Randwick  trainer  Frank  Dalton, 
paid  5,100  guineas  for  a  colt  by 
Midstream  from  Suffragette  at 
the  yearling  sales. 

He  will  race  as  Militant.

he  was  classed  as  “a  service¬ 
man”  for  the  purposes  of  the 
games. 

Similar  concession  was  made 
in  the  case  of  an  American  run¬ 
ner,  a  sprinter.  When  he  de¬ 
feated  a  dinkum  American  ser¬ 
viceman,  there  was  a  yell  from 
all  sides— Yanks  included. 

Bill  Longworth  names  as 
greatest  swimmers  in  his  mem¬ 
ory  :  Kahanamoku,  Barney 

Kieran,  Bov  Charlton  and 
Marshall. 

As  a  cueist,  Bill  won  the  State 
Snooker  championship  twice  and 
the  billiards  championship  once. 

His  contemporaries  acclaimed 
him  a  first-class  ice  hockey 
player  and  a  first-class  water 
polo  player. 

As  a  golfer  he  won  the  cham¬ 
pionship  of  N.S.W.  Club,  won 
the  A.I.F.  Cup,  and  several  other 
big  competitions. 

Bowls  is  his  last  card  in  the 
pack:  “I  am  improving  my 

game,”  he  says  modestly. 

Best  horse  to  carry  his  col¬ 
ours  was  Young  Crusader,  win¬ 
ner  of  the  Metropolitan  and 
holder  of  two  Australian  records. 
Among  others  were  I  earless 
Fox  (Queensland  Derby)  and 
Tantrum  (Adrian  Knox  Stakes). 
He  is  now  racing  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  Harry  Tancred  the 
Foxbridge  colt  Tilbridge. 


Bill  classes  as  greatest  sprin¬ 
ter  he  has  seen — up  to  one  mile 
is  an  Irish-bred  horse  named 
Irish  Elegance,  who  raced  in 
England  in  the  late  20’s. 

He  selects  Gloaming  as  the 
greatest  sprinter  from  N.Z.  and 
Australia,  and  says :  “Bern- 
borough  could  not  have  got  up 
to  beat  Gloaming  at  a  mile  and 
a  quarter.” 

He  chooses  Phar  Lap  and 
Poitrel  among  distance  horses 
and  awards  the  palm  to  Wake¬ 
ful  as  greatest  mare. 

Greatest  race  he  recalls  was 
Heroic’s  Derby,  in  which  Nig¬ 
ger  Minstrel  (N.Z.)  was  a 
neck  away  second  and  Spearfelt 
half  a  length  away  third. 

Bill  Longworth  is  a  member 
of  the  billiards  sub- committee 
which  controls  Club  tournaments. 
He  won  four  billiards  tourna¬ 
ments  and  was  successful  once 
at  snooker. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
club  for  36  years,  and  recalls 
Avhen  nominated — after  his  mem¬ 
orable  swimming  victory — hav¬ 
ing  had  to  wait  on  election  until 
he  had  attained  the  age  of  21 
years. 

That,  briefly,  is  the  career  of 
one  of  the  most  versatile  sports¬ 
men,  not  only  in  Australia,  but 
in  the  records  of  world  sport. 
Equally,  he  has  been  a  good 
sportsman,  being  true  to  the 
motto:  “Not  the  laurel,  but  the 
race.”

and  catching  the  transcontin¬ 
ental  train  across  to  Perth. 

This  will  cut  the  cost  by  about 
50  per  cent.,  but  it  will  be  a  long 
and  tedious  trip. 

Western  Australian  officials 
are  doing  everything  possible  to 
encourage  Eastern  Coast  sur¬ 
fers  to  compete. 

They  are  arranging  billeting 
and  a  canteen,  so  it  will  not 
cost  clubs  much  for  expenses 
outside  of  transport. 

Forty  officials  are  needed  to 
control  a  championship  carni¬ 
val.  Western  Australia  only  has 
about  15  Board  of  Examiners, 
so  it  means  that  about  25  will 
have  to  come  from  N.S.W.  and 
Queensland. 

Most  of  the  N.S.W.  Board  of 
Examiners  have  protested  about 


having  to  pay  their  own  ex¬ 
penses.  It  is  likely  that  the 
S.L.S.A.  may  have  to  give  those 
making  the  trip  some  financial 
aid. 

COURSING 

TN  the  past  twelve  months  more 
A  than  £55,000  has  been  paid 
out  in  prize  money  by  the  Nat¬ 
ional  Coursing  Association 
(Wentworth  Park)  and  the 
N.S.W.  Greyhound  Owners, 
Breeders  and  Trainers’  Associ¬ 
ation  (Harold  Park). 

The  sport  is  growing  in  popu¬ 
larity  and  every  season  sees  new 
adherents  in  every  centre.  The 
thrill  of  dog  racing,  once  ac¬ 
quired,  seldom  wears  off.  To 
the  dog  lover  there  are  few 
sights  more  thrilling  than  that 


of  a  sleek,  well  groomed  grey¬ 
hound  leaping  from  the  boxes 
and  bounding  into  action. 

The  dogs  hit  top  pace  within 
the  first  few  strides,  and  cover 
distances  of  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  at  speeds  in  excess  of 
40  miles  per  hour. 

In  coursing,  however,  a  live 
hare  is  still  used,  dogs  running 
in  pairs,  with  the  grace  and 
speed  that  greyhounds  alone 
possess,  to  turn  and  race  and 
snap  at  a  wily  and  speedy  lure. 
There  have  been  many  public 
protests  at  the  “inhumanity”  of 
the  matching  of  dogs  against  a 
hare,  but  in  spite  of  all  the 
opposition  the  sport  has  flour¬ 
ished. 

As  in  horse  racing,  every  effort 
is  made  to  keep  dog  racing  free 
from  questionable  practices. 
Stipendiary  stewards  carry  out 
similar  duties  to  those  of  the 
stewards  supervising  horse  rac¬ 
ing.  They  have  the  authority  to 
hold  inquiries  into  the  inconsist¬ 
ent  running  of  any  dog  and  the 
power  to  impose  penalties  and 
restrictions. 

Greyhound  racing  enthusiasts 
have  a  year  round  interest.  Apart 
from  training,  which  requires 
that  dogs  receive  regular  exer¬ 
cise  and  trial  runs  over  a  meas¬ 
ured  distance,  feeding  and  hous¬ 
ing  must  be  carefully  watched. 
A  greyhound  in  racing  trim  will 
eat  almost  anything  but  a  nor¬ 
mal  diet  is  balanced  and  con¬ 
sists  mainly  of  cooked  meats, 
green  vegetables  and  brown 
bread. 

In  breeding,  performances 
rather  than  pedigree  is  sought 
if  a  dog  is  to  be  raced.  Pups 
are  registered  with  the  National 
Coursing  Association  at  the  age 
of  three  months. 

At  nine  months  old  they  have 
outgrown  babyhood  and  are 
ready  to  compete  in  Novice 
events.
